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$120,006 Settlement Reached 
in Cottenham Death 
Four defendants have reached a $120,000 settlement with 
the parents of Doug Cottenham, an 11-year-old boy who was 
killed Oct. 9, 1978, when a construction dirt pile caved in and 
buried him. 

In the settlement, reached Nov. 24, the general contrac- 
tor, Pline Bulldozer, and sub-contractor, Fred Hendid, each 
paid $47,500. The engineering firm, R.S, Scott Associates paid 
$15,000 and the city of Grayling paid $10,000. 

Receiving the settlement will be Lauralee Cottenham, of 
Grayling, who was represented by two Gaylord attorneys, 
Thomas Rensberry and Eugene Petruska, and John Cotten- 
ham, of Midland, represented by Henry Rodgers, also from 
Midland. 


Nursing Home ReZoning Approved 


The Grayling City Council approved a rezoning request 
to allow a $2.3 million nursing home facility to be built on a 
five-acre site within the City. 

The nursing home site - located behind United Federal 
Savings and Wendy’s along Business Loop I-75 - was rezoned 
from commercial to residential. Construction on the single- 
story building that will contain 120 beds may begin this mon- 
th. The proposed completion date is January, 1984. 

No public comments were made opposing the rezoning 
request at the city council meeting Monday, Nov. 29.

Delay Research Teams 


by Jon Thompson 

Forty scientists at Camp 
Grayling will be outcheering 
the skiers when the white 
flakes finally fall. 

An Army Corps _ of 
Engineers crew and seven 
Defense Department agen- 
cies have been blanked by 
unseasonably warm weather 
in their efforts to test the ef- 
fects of falling snow on 
modern weapon systems. 

“This is northern Michi- 
gan in December?” asked 
George Aitken, from the 
United States Army Cold 
Regions aid 
Engineering Laboratory, af- 
ter the thermometer almost 
hit 60 degrees Fahrenheit on 
Friday, December 3rd. 

The SNOW-ONE (Scenario 
for Normalization of 
Operations for Winter - Ob- 
scuration in Natural En- 
vironment) project teams 
arrived Nov. 8 at Camp 
Grayling and were still set- 
ting up equipment when a 
few early snowstorms hit. 
Since then, the weather has 
brought 60 degree days and 
rain, but no snow. 

“We and the skiers would 
love it if it snowed 
everyday,” Aitken said. 
“The more statistics we

compile from actual tests in» 


falling snow, the better our 
information will be.”’ 

The weather dealt the 
project another loging hand 
besides no-show snowflakes - 
a rare December lightning 


storm played havoc with 
some of the 12 computer 
systems at the project site at 
Camp Grayling. 


While waiting for snow, 
SNOW-ONE teams have run 
some tests on the effects of 
heavy fog and rain on the 
simulated weapons systems, 
but Aitken said that isn’t 
what they came to northern 
Michigan to study. He said 
the SNOW-ONE project, 


originally scheduled to finish 


Dec. 17, will probably run in- 
to January. 

To aid in their testing of 
falling snow on electronic 
and radar systems, SNOW- 
ONE teams will be using 83 
classifications of falling 
snow - using size, weight, the 
amount of — snowflakes 
falling, and so forth. 

But as of Monday morn- 
ing, Dec. 6, the only number 
they’ve been able to record 
is zero - for the no-show 
snowflakes.

half year old class. These 
were adult deer that had lit- 
tle trouble making it through 
last winter.”’ 

Across the state, buck kill 
was down about 20,000 while 
antlerless deer kill remained 
about the same as last year. 
Northern jower Michigan 
suffered the largest drop in 
buck kill this year. 

Perez said comments from 
hunters and the local 
business community reflec- 
ted a common belief that the 
bad economy had a lot to do 
with the drop in numbers of 
hunters here. Hunters that 
were here didn’t stay as 
long, did not spend as much 
money, and did not come

back for a second hunt. 
Although many hunters 
reported seeing fewer deer, 
the attitude of most hunters 
remained positive. 

The most common concern 
expressed by hunters in- 
volved the number of antler- 
less permits issued this year. 
This concern, however, was 
not expressed very often by 
hunters utilizing their antler- 
less permits, Perez noted. 

He said the total number of 
antlerless deer harvested 
year will not be known until 
next spring. The final tally 
will include firearm, ar- 
chery, and muzzle-loading 
seasons.

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Beaver Creek Fire 
Dept. Nears Start-Up 


The fire hall’s built, the fire truck is on its 
way, and 20 volunteers are almost through 
with their fire-fighting training.

God uses an illustration of 
an Olive tree to picture for us 
the past, present and future 
relationship of Israel to God. 
Israel’s beginning based 
upon the covenant relation- 
ship of God with Abraham, 
{saac and Jacob are the un- 
dying root of the tree which 
from the beginning has per- 
petuated life. “For if the fir- 
st fruit be holy, the lump is 
also holy: and if the root be 
holy, so are the branches.” 
Romans 11:16.

Jews refused to believe 
God’s Word and were broken 
off the olive tree. In the

House Call: 
Influenza 


One of the common 
diseases we face each winter 
in Michigan is influenza, or 
the flu. Flu is a respiratory 
iliness, similar in many 
ways to a cold, but poten- 
tially much more serious. 
It’s caused by a virus and 
there are two basic types of 
concern - Type A and Type 
B 


Both of these viruses 
change a little every year. 
‘When this happens, the anti- 
bodies produced by the body 
to give immunity become 
less effective. So people who 
have had last years type of 
flu may not be protected this 
year. In addition, about 
every ten years, virus Type 
A changes in a major way, 
creating a brand new strain 
against which antibodies of- 
fer no protection. These new 
strains cause epidemics and 
pandemics (world-wide 
epidemics). There have been 
three major such outbreaks 
in this century: The Spanish 
Flu in 1918; the Asian Flu in 
1957; and the Hong Kong Flu 
in 1968. 

Now ordinarily flu is not a 
life-threatening disease. But 
there are certain groups of 
people who face an 
especially high risk. These 
include people over age 65 
and these with certain 
chronic diseases such as 
heart disease, lung disease, 
or severe anemia. Vaccina- 
tion is recommended for 
these people.

A proposal to repay Michigan’s 


@ $2.2 billion unemployment debt to 


the federal government and restore 
the state’s unemployment system to 
-sound financial footing has been ap- 
“proved “in concept” by a joint 
-‘Senate/House Task Force. 

. Approval of.the plan is the first 
-step in gaining Legislative approval 
before the end of the current session 
set to expire around December 17. 

» Unemployment compensation 
‘reform was listed as the number one 
‘priority of the final 1982 session, 
-but until the task force reached 
‘agreement, little hope was given for 
-anything being accomplished during 
‘the session. 

The proposal, which would raise 
some $3.6 billion over four years - 
$1.1 billion of that being paid by 
labor in the form of frozen benefits 
and tightened eligibility require- 
ments for benefits - will be placed 
immediately before the Senate for 
first-house action. 

The plan is a composite of some 
points recommended by Governor 
William G. Milliken last September. 
It has been supported by both labor 
organizations and the so-called 
“positive balance’ employers. 

Positive balance employers are 

those with very little turnover and, 
therefore, sending persons into the 
unemployment system. 
_ The proposal does not prevent a 
federal unemployment penalty tax 
from being levied against all Mich- 
igan employers, beginning in 
January. 

But S. Martin Taylor, director of 
the Michigan Employment Security 
Commission, said the proposal 


would relieve the state of that tax: 
@ carlier than originally anticipated. 


Taylor said the proposal should 
have the state’s estimated $2.2 
billion unemployment debt repaid 
no later than fiscal 1987-88, with in- 
terest, bearing loans paid by 1985. 
The employer aspects of the 
proposal would net some $2.5 billion 
over four years, meaning employers 
will pay approximately 70 percent of 
the “‘ratio of sacrifice” in solving the 
financial problem:

Unemployment 
Comp Proposal

negative balance employers - those 
whose laid off workers have collec- 
ted more in benefits than the com- 
panies have paid in tax - will pay ap- 
proximately 55 percent of the total. 

The first component of the 
proposal is to raise the employers 
taxable wage base from its current 
$6,000 to $10,000 in 1986. The in- 
crease would be to $8,000 in 1983 
and then in increments of $500 each 
year until reaching the $10,000 
mark, 

The second component ~< raising 
$417 million - modifies the ‘“‘account 
building component” of the unem- 
ployment tax. 

That tax is based on the amount of 
reserves a company has built up for 
unemployment compensation. 

The tax currently is determined 
using a multiplication figure of .25 
percent based on the amount of 
reserves, with a maximum tax of 2 
percent of the employer’s total 
unemployment tax. 

The proposal would double the 
multiplication figures, but increase 
the maximum tax to only 3 percent. 

Other components include: 
establishing a ‘‘solvency  tax”’ 
charged against negative balance 
employers; phasing out the 
“limiter” on the amount of annual 
tax increase imposed on an em- 
ployer; imposing an experience- 
rated tax against employers whose 
laid-off workers are getting extend- 
ed benefits; and eliminating a 
federal unemployment tax credit for 
negative balance employers. 

The main feature of the labor 
proposals is a four-year freeze in the 
maximum benefits at $197 a week. 
Total estimated savings of the 
freeze would then be lifted. 

The labor equation would also 
save $257 million by further 
reducing benefits to 65 percent of 
the employee’s after tax earnings, 
down from the current 70 percent. 


That would revert to 70 percent’afs ' 


ter 1986. | 
The proposal does not include a 
one-week waiting period before a 
person is eligible for benefits and a 
worker would have to work 20 weeks 
to qualify instead of the current 18.

WALLEYE, SAUGER AND 
MUSKELLUNGE 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on 
October 8, 1982, under the authority of Act 230, P.A. 1925, 
as amended, ordered the following order become effective 
on January 1, 1983, and reraain valid until March 31, 1988. 


Ii shall be unlawful to take the following named 
species except within the open seasons and daily limits 
prescribed (statewide regulations apply unless otherwise 
restricted): 


Statewide open seasons on all waters not otherwise 
closed to fishing shall be from May 15 through February 
on walleye, sauger, northern pike, and muskellunge (in- 
cluding tiger muskellunge). The daily catch limit shall be 
five singly or in combination for largemouth and small- 
mouth bass, walleye, sauger, and northern pike; one for 
muskeliunge (including tiger muskellunge). 


The above regulations apply statewide except that 


_walleye and sauger may be taken at any time from the 


Detroit and St. Clair rivers, Lake St. Clair, and Lake Erie; 
and that muskellunge in Lake St, Clair, St. Clair and 
Detroit rivers may be taken only from the first Saturday 
in June through December 15 of each year, Also, the daily 
catch on Lake St. Clair and Lake Erie and the Detroit and 
St. Clair rivers shall be six singly or in combination for 
largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, and 
northern pike when the catch includes at least one walleye

FmHA Helped 1,965 Michigan 
Families Buy Homes in Fiscal 1982 


The Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration (FmHA) made 
1,965 hore mortgage loans 
to Michigan families in fiscal 
year 1982 that ended Sep- 
tember 30, 1982, FmHA State 
Director Calvin C. Lutz an- 
nounced today. 

FmHA is a credit agency 
of the U.S. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture. It provides loan assis- 
tance to farmers and other 
rural residents who need 
credit but who cannot get it 
from private banks or other 
lending institutions. The 
loans are to be repaid in full, 
plus interest, to the U.S. 

FmHA has 
more than 2,000 field offices 
throughout the country with 
forty in Michigan. 

Preliminary figures show 
that nationally the agency 
provided more than 78,000 
loans to families across the 
country who were without 
safe, decent and sanitary 
housing. Another 30,000 
families were afforded an 
opportunity at better 
housing through 1,428 loans

that financed rental housing 
construction. The _ total 
amount of FmHA housing 
loans for the fiscal year was 
$3.5 billion. 

In Michigan, FmHA

October 
Sheriff Report 


The Crawford County 
Sheriff Dept. answered 375 
complaints during October, 
wrote 109 citations, and 
booked 50 persons into the 
county jail.

For example, let’s take 
names, which we all have, 
most complete with middle 
names. In a day and age 
before drivers’ licenses and 
social security cards, identi- 
fication of a ‘“‘shantyboy” 
was dependent upon factors 
often beyond his control or of 
his own choosing. CB han- 
dies are at times pale in 
comparison to the 
nicknames by which those 
men were known. in fact, a 
woods worker might spend 
his entire lumberjack life 
known by a name not his 
own. Sometimes he assumed 
a different name because he 
wanted to escape the law or 
an irate family but, what- 
ever the reason, it was 
generally known only to him- 
self.
